Glimpse...Into The Past 


John S. Loomis 


John S. Loomis was born in 
the year 1831 to John Loomis 
and his wife, Mary in Sydney 
Township. ‘le came to Madoc 
June 3, 1865, a graduate of 
McGill College, and opened an 
office in the village. During his 
practice of. 24 years he was 
respected and looked upon as a 
leading citizen. 

December 25, 1865 he was 
married to Jane Vandervoort 
and to them there was one 
daughter born. 

During his life in Madoc, he 
held many prominent posi- 
tions. He was a member of the 


Masonic fraternity, having 
held the position of Master of 
the Madoc Lodge for 'many 
years and also held office of 
the District Deputy Grand 
Master, a member of the 
school board and one of 
Madoc’s first councillors. He 
was the License Commissioner 
of his riding and clerk of the 
division court. 

On May 7, 1870, Dr. Loomis 
provided a good home, educa- 
tion and employment for a 
“young immigrant’, who had 
been brought over from 
England. Jim Reeves was just

These three events represent 
the County's continued efforts 
to reduce waste to landfill by 
encouraging public participa- 
tion in 3R’s activiites, he said. 

The expansion of the blue 
box programme to three key 
sectors of the community 
follows the introduction of a 
similar collection programme 
at campgrounds and resorts 
two years ago. 

“It is estimated that the 
addition of the remaining 
County businesses will 
increase waste diverted from 
landfill through recycling by 
an additional ten per cent of 
present diversion figures, — 
says Mr. Pickard 

“This initiative will build on 
the County’s already success- 
ful residential programme, ” 
he added. 

The County intends to add 
apartment buildings, condom)}- 
niums, churches and commun- 
ity centres to the list of facili- 
ties having access to recycling. 

The ‘White Goods Collection 
Day’? was held Saturday and 
residents were encouraged to 
deliver old appliances, scrap 
metal and lead acid batteries 
to the depot. 

It was the third time an 
event of this nature has been 
held in Peterborough County. 
Similar collections have been 
held in Norwood and Bridge- 
north with a total of 54 tonnes 
diverted from landfill to date.

As Gary Malkowski, Ontar- 
io’s deaf MPP prepares legis- 
lation that will allow people 
who use hearing dogs the same 
rights and privileges for 
access to public facilities as 
guide dogs for the blind are 
supposed to have, it is becom- 
ing more apparent that the 
present egislation 1S 
inadequate 

As a woman with a guide 
dog. | am refused access to 
taxi cabs and limousine on a 
regular basis. Due to the pres- 
sures of my position with 
PUSH Ontario, I take taxi cabs 
and limousines on a regular 
basis. At least four times per 
week, | am refused access to 
these taxis in Toronto and 
other cities within Ontario 
because | use a guide dog 

The only recourse open to me 
is to lay a charge under the 
Blind Persons Act of Ontario, 
file a Human Rights complaint 
or lay a charge under the laws 
governing the local municipali- 
ties. | have done all three but it 
does involve a great deal of my 
time. Not only is it inconve- 
nient for sme, but the fines 
levied by judges and Justices 
of the Peace are ridiculously 
low. These fines are simply a 
slap on the wrist to drivers and 
do nothing to discourage them 
from repeating this 
discrimination 

Under the proposed Onta- 
rians with Disabilities Act, | 
would like to see the legislation 
pertaining to the access of 
guide dogs strengthened. Blind 
people have a right to access 
Sublic vehicles in the same 
way as abled bodied. people. 
Until this legislation is 
examined, people who use 
hearing dogs will experience 
the same problems and the 
discrimination will continue.

Cream 3/4 cup butter, then . 


cream in 3/4 cup white sugar 
and 3/4 cup firmly-packed 
brown sugar. Beat in one ope. 
teaspoon vanilla and 3 tables- 
poons. milk.-Measure out 2-1/2 
a sifted all-purpose flour. 
Sift this again with | teaspoon 
baking powder and 1/2 teas- 

on salt. Stir dry ingredients 
into the batter, then stir in a 12 
ounce package semi-sweet 
chocolate chips and 1 cup 
chopped walnuts. 

Drop a teaspoon-full onto 
buttered baking sheet. Leave 
about 1 inch between cookies to 
allow a‘ spreading. Bake 
in pre-heated oven, 375 degrees 
for 8 - 12 minutes. While still 
warm, loosen from the pan 
with a spatula, cool on a wire 
rack and then store in an air 
tight container. This gives you 
60 cookies about 2 inches in 
diameter. They can be stored 
in the refrigerator and also 
freeze well. They give a lovely, 
crunch texture contrast.

Peterborough County has 
one of the highest distribution 
rates of backyard composters 
in Ontario with over 8,000 
unit s sold since 1990, Mr. 
Pickard said. 

“This represents a distribu- 
tion rate of nearly 30 per cent 
of County permanent residents 
and seasonal homes,” he says, 
“This does not include partici- 
pation by residents who 
compost using homemade 
units or simply composting by 
piling their organic waste.”

Cheese factories brought recognition 


While the attention of the 
residents of the Village and 
Township were centred on the 
excitement and _ projected

One of these diseases 1s 
caused by the scabies’ mites. 
which when infecting a host, 
cause severe itching and 
discomfort.

population is easily treated, it 
must be remembered that the 
treatment itself is very hard on 
the elderly. We must also rely 
on the willingness of staff and 
families to treat themselves in 
order to irradicate the infec- 
tion from the facility. 

In the past scabies. was 
regarded by the public as a 
disease contracted by ‘‘dirty” 
people. This is definitely not 
the case. Scabies is passed on 
by skin contact.and no-one is 
immune or spared from infes- 
tation regardless of his/her 
social or financial status. 

The incubation period for 
scabies is two to six weeks, and 
one could therefore be conta- 
gious before the rash occurs. 


Symptoms: 

Small. raised, red areas and 
scratch marks (tracking) 
occuring predominantly on 
webs of the fingers, the inside 
of the wrist, the armpits, the 
bottom, the belly-button area, 
the penis and scrotum of 
males, the breast and nipples 
of females, the waist area and 
shoulder area. 

It causes severe itching, 
which is usually worse at 
night. 

Mode of transmission: 

Skin to skin contact; skin to 
contaminated clothing (the 
mite will survive up to 48 hours 
on clothing, bedding, etc. ).

Mode of treatment: 

The most common treatment 
used is called Kwellada. A thin 
coat of the solution is applied to 
the entire body (except face 
and hair). The body must be 
dry when the solution is 
applied. The solution is left on 
for eight hours and then 
washed off in a bath or shower. 
This entire process should be 
repeated in one week. 


For other effective treat- 
ments consult your 
pharmacist. 

A post-scabies’ itch, which is 
probably caused by sensitivity 
to the treatment, sometimes 
follows the treatment and may 
persist for months even though 
the infection is no longer 
present. Your doctor should be 
consulted for an antipruritic or 


_ anti-inflammatory agent such 


"as one per cent hydrocortisone 
cream. 
Family members and sexual

baskets and tissue covers; and 
rag rug bath mats. 

We took a boring white bath- 
room under the eaves and 
made it into a beautiful, cheer- 
ful place by adding paint, 
border trim and coordinated 
bath accessories. 

The room started out with 
advantages and disadvanh- 
tages. The disadvantages 
include a sloped ceiling that 
gives the room strange angles 
and a cramped feeling. Howev- 
er, its advantages are double 
sinks (with a roomy vanity for 
storage) and a skylight. 


Coordinating color schemes 


First, a soft peach paint was 
ae to the white walls. 
(Pastel colors create a light, 
airy look.) Next we added 
vibrancy to the pastel with 
touches of bolder tones in the 
floral border.

Over the past two years, federal, provincial, territorial and Aboriginal 
leaders have consulted with thousands of Canadians and concerned groups from 
coast to coast. These consultations included Royal Commissions, participatory 
conferences, parliamentary hearings, and hearings in the provinces and territo 
ries held by provincial and territorial legislatures 
Federal, provincial, territorial and Aboriginal 
leaders have agreed unanimously on August 28, 
1992 in Charlottetown on a package of constitu 
tional proposals that recognizes the equality of 
all Canadians and represents all of our interests 
The agreement is now before Canadians 

The agreement proposes that the new 
Constitution would contain a statement of key economic and social objectives 
shared by all of the governments in the federation. The objectives include

Centra Gas signed an agree- 
ment with IKO Industries to 
bring natural gas to the 
company and the Village of 
Madoc by the Fall of 1993. 

Centra Gas Area,General 
Manager Paul Pastirik said in 
an interview the agreement 
between IKO and Centra was 
finalized last Friday. 

Centra Gas will now proceed 
with anindepth evaluation for 
providing natural gas for the 
proposed IKO Industries plant 
and the village, according to 
Pastirik. 

The company must do a 


number of studies including an 


environmental assessment and 
route selection, economic and 
engineering studies and a 
customer attitude survey. 
These studies will be 
completed over a six month 
period and will begin immedi- 
ately, Pastirik said. 

Centra Gas employees will 
be conducting a door to door 
survey to provide information 
on converting to natural gas 
and to gain information on 


residents’ perceptions ol 
natural gas. These interviews 
will be held by mid-November. 

“Centra has been reviewing 
the feasibility of providing 
service to this area for a 
number of years and now with 
IKO Industries’ plans the 
availability of natural gas

The Eldorado Mining and 
Milling Co. took over in 1919 
from the Hungerford Co. of the 
Eldorado Talc. Large deposits 
of tale were discovered on Lot 
20 of the fifth Concession of 
Madoc Township. This proper- 
ty was owned by George 
Gordon and located one and a 
quarter miles northeast of 
Eldorado at Quinabog Falls, on 
the east side of the Moira 


River. 

Mr. Gordon sold the land to 
Canada Talc and Silicia Co. for 
quite a sum of money. The 
company sank a 75 foot shaft 
close to the mill. There were 12 
men employed at the mill. 
Boarding houses, shops, and 
necessary: buildings and the 
mill were built in 1911. The 
mill, 60 feet by 40 feet, was 
equipped with a 125 horse 
power steam plant and also a 
grinding machine.

Canadian citizens and 
permanent residents are often 
under the impression that they 
have an absolute right to enter 
the United States as a visitor 
whenever they wish.

U.S. immigration law 
presumes that every person is 
an intending immigrant to the 
United States - someone who 
desires to live in the United 
States permanently - unless 
that person can show that his 
or her intentions are not 
permanent, but temporary. 
This question is uppermost in 
the mind of a U.S. Immigration 
officer each time a_ person 
appears at a border or port of 
entry seeking entry to the 
United States. The burden of 
showing temporary intent 
rests with the traveller. If 
one’s intention is to stay in the 
United States permanently - an 
immigration officer will not 
admit without appropriate 
immigrant papers. 

Do | need a visa, passport or 
stamp to enter the United 
States” 

Canadian citizens do not 
need visitor's visas to enter the 
U.S.. nor do permanent rest- 
dents of Canada who are citl- 
zens of Commonwealth coun- 
tries. Nor do Canadian citizens 
require passports to enter the 
US. however, permanent 
residents may, depending on 
their nationality. Canadian 


‘. citizens must have proof of 
Canadian citizenship, either a 
Certificate of Canadian Citt- 


zenship or birth certificate. 
Some individuals may be 
ineligible to visit the U.S. on 
medical grounds, criminal 
grounds (even if it's a very old 
criminal conviction), drug 
involvement, or for security 
reasons, without first obtain- 


{ ing a waiver of these grounds. 


Visitors to the U.S. who 
suspect that they are ineligible 
should check with the Immig- 
ration and Naturalization 
Service of the United States or 
a lawyer to determine whether 
or not this is the case prior to 
attempting entry. 

How long can I stay in the 
United States? 

The length of time one may 
stay in the United States ts 
probably the most misunder- 
stood aspects of. US 
immigration. 

Generally, U.S. law grants 
“visitor: status to a person 
who has a residence in a 


foretgn country which he has. 
no intention of abandoning. 
and who is visiting the United 
States temporarily for busi- 
ness or pleasure. 

In this context, “residence” 
means one’s place of general 
abode - it does not mean having 
an apartment or house per se. 
Residence rather refers ‘to 
one’s ties to one's home coun- 
try, including relatives, bank 
accounts, credit cards, busi- 
ness interest and the like. 

Visitors may be admitted for 
up to.one year, although exten- 
sions of up to six months may 
be obtained from within the 
United States. It is not true that 
a person may only visit the 
United States for up to six 
months; so long as the true 
purpose of one’s trip to the U.S. 
is temporary, longer stays are 
per missible. However, visits 
to the United States of say, 10 
months per year annually with 
only two months return to 
Canada, might well be seen to 
a U.S. Immigration officer as a 
situation in which a Canadian 
has abandoned his residence in 
Canada. The bottom line is: 
what is the traveller's inten- 
tion at the time of entering the 
United States? Is it to stay 
temporarily? If so, generally 


speaking, one 1s admissible. If 


it is permanent or arguably 
permanent, chances are 


ndmission will not be granted. 

Probably the three most 
common questions asked by 
Immigration authorities af 


port of entry are: Citizen of 
what country? Purpose of 
one’s visit to the United 
States? Intended length of 
stay? A clear and concise 
answer to these questions is 
important. , Specific plans 
concerning one’s return as well 
as good evidence of one’s ties 
to Canada important to convin- 
ce an immigration officer that 
a stay in the Unites Staes is a 
temporary one, even though it 
may be for an extended length 
of time. 

Can I work while visiting the 
United States? 

A person entering the United 
States as a visitor can be 
classified as a visitor for busi- 
ness or a visitor for pleasure. 
Temporary visitors for busi- 
ness may conduct business 
activities that are predomin- 
antly incidental to employ- 
ment in Canada. A_ business 
visitor may not be paid in the 
United States, other than 
expenses, and cannot engage 
in what could be construed as 
“labor for hire.” 

It is certainly pérmissible to 
manage one’s own investments 
from a vacation in the United 
States, and it is possible to 
investigate investing in the 
United States, and even future 
employment opportunities. 

To work on a long-term basis 
in the United States will 
require a work permit and a 
particular work visa, of which 
there are severl-possibilities. 

Canadians are also eligible 
for a number of visas pursuant 
to the terms of the Free Trade 
Agreement, which include 
intra-company transferees, 
certain professionals with 
offers of employment, - and 
investors.

Organ donor program 
starts in Peterborough 


Recognizing the continuing 
and urgent need for more 
organ donations in Canada, 
The Mutual Group has 
launched a program called 
“By Mutual Consent’’ which is 
aimed at breaking barriers to 
organ donation in the Peter- 
borough region. 

An Angus Reid survey, 
commissioned by The Mutual 
Group in September, shows 
that 80 per cent of Canadians 
would donate their organs for 
transplant but close to half 
have never signed an organ 
donor card. 

Brian MacKenzie, branch 
manager for The Mutual 
Group, said the program was 
designed to sot people under- 
stand the need for organ dona- 
tion and to encourage them to 
sign an organ donor card and 
discuss their wishes with fami- 
ly members. He said sales 
agents and staff will be 
involved in spreading the 
message. — 

Information on organ dona- 
tion will be available at the 
Peterborough office of The 
Mutual Group and from agents 
located in Lindsay, Port Hope, 
Jase Haliburton and Fene- 
lon Falls.

the program is a brochure that 
outlines the need for organ 
transplants and identifies 
some of the barriers to organ 
donation and what steps indivi- 
duals should take to ensure 
their wishes arding organ 
donation are followed.

the closest relative.

The young man also donated 
his kidney, liver, eyes and bone 
marrow, thus saving at least 
six lives, said Adamson, who is 
now a volunteer at Peterbor- 
ough’s Civic Hospital.

‘In a move intended to quiet 
opposition forces, Ontario’s 
NDP government has 

roduced cosmetic changes to 
its hotly-contested labor law 
legislation,” says Quinte MPP. 
Hugh P. O'Neil. 

“Even with the NDP amend- 
ments, the legislation still 
jeopardizes the ability of 
employers to survive a fabot 
disruption. It still threatens the 
delivery of critical services, 
discourages investment and 
will cost jobs,”’ he pointed out. 

The Liberals recently 
announced their constructive 
amendments to the new law. 
Liberal leader Lyn McLeod 
urged the 7 ahaa to adopt 
a Liberal amendment to 
increase freedom of choice for 
workers by guaranteeing a 
secret ballot for union certifi- 
cation in almost all cases to 
provide a fair and democratic 
process. 

‘The Liberal caucus opposes 
the ban on replacement work- 
ers,’’ O’Neil stated. ‘‘There is 
no evidence that the ban on

Ontario. If business. , particu- 
larly those which operate on a 
just-in-time basis, fear their 
ability to compete will be 
threatened by. these provi- 
sions, they may relocate to 
other regions.

Unfortunately, eliminating 
these potential dangers 
resulted in a drastic change in 
the products’ performance 
time: Methylene chloride 
strippers can remove several 
layers of coatings within 30 
minutes; it takes the water- 
based strippers a few hours, or 
sometimes overnight, to 
achieve the same results.

To create a watertight enclo- 
sure around a standard bath- 
tub or in your shower, you'll 
need floor-to-ceiling walls that 
fully enclose the tub or shower, 
and a vapor-proof steambath 


oor. 

Material selection for walls 
and ceilings is critical. Some 
manufacturers offer prefabri- 
cated acrylic panels. Or, for an 
elegant bath suite, you can 
choose ceramic 
granite tile. 

If you go with tile, make 
certain your installer starts 
with a water-resistant mater- 
ial. Anything .else and the 
moisture from the steam bath 
can deteriorate the backer and 
cause broken grout and loose 
tiles. ; 

The cement board resists the 
deterioration from moisture 
that can occur when other 
‘hacker’ materials are used, 
because it’s made with port- 
land ‘cement reinforced with 
glass-fiber mesh. 

The generator can be placed 
up to 50 feet away from the 
steam bath, and simply 
plumbs into the existing water 
system.

Is your bedroom designed 
for sleep? In an age when 
family, work and social obliga- 
tions often force us to 
compromise on the hours of 
sleep we need, it’s particularly 
important that we get deep, 
restful sleep when we do go to 
bed.

Here are some ways you Can 
help make your bedroom more 
‘sleeper-friendly”’: 

Eliminate light cues 

Most of us are conditioned to 
eg be darkness - the darker, 
the better. Although we may 
not realize it, street light, 
house lights and the glow of a 
full moon can trick our internal 
clocks into thinking it’s 
daytime, making.-it difficult to 
fall asleep. The early morning 
sun also can stimulate our 
brains to full wakefulness long 
before we want to or need to 
rise.

In research conducted by a 
professor at Cornell Universi- 
ty, it was found that throw rugs 
with inadequate or worn back- 
ing - or no backing at all - are 
one of the most common safety 
hazards. And _ statistics 
compiled by various national 
organizations point to falls as a 
rer cause of accidental 
death for people over 55 years, 
of age. 


First, identify areas where 
throw rugs, Oriental rugs and 
runners are most likely to be 
used: kitchen, bathroom, fami- 
ly room, hallways and foyers. 
Inspect these rugs for worn or 
inadequate backing, which can 
cause them to slip or slide 
underfoot. 

Second, note where Oriental 
or area rugs are used as 
aesthetic complements or 
design accents in car sted 
rooms and over hard sariners, 
such as marble, tile or hard- 
wood floors. If not properly 
secured, they will tendto shift, 
slide, and bunch underfe~t or 
under furniture, creating trip 
and fall hazards. 

For area rugs on hardwood 
floors, marble, tile or slate 
surfaces, install a non-slip rug 
underliner. It holds rugs in 
place and helps eliminate 
moisture buildup, mildew and 
stains under rugs, and makes 
vacuuming easier. For area 
rugs on carpeted areas, a thin 
felt underliner with a dry 
adhesive will keep rugs from

As well, there is a grow- 
ing list of services that are 
simply no longer available, 
as the provincial govern- 
ment attempts to control 
costs by reducing funding. 
Myth number three is that 
the health care system 

rovides equal treatment 
or all. It does not. There 
are long waiting lists for 
many specialized services, 
including several kinds of 
phd it therapy and 
counselling, and many tests 
requiring sophisticated 
medical equipment. 

For the average Ontario 
resident, there is no alter- 
native but to wait for these 
services. For those who 
have enough money, those 
services are available 
immediately in the United 
States or other countries. 
The bottom line is that there 


is one level of care for the. 


rich, and another for every- 
one else. 

In other words, we 
already have a two-tiered 
system of health care, we 
already have user fees, and 
we already have one of the 
most expensive care 
systems in the world. 

I believe it’s time for 
politicians and vested inter- 
ests to stop kidding us about 
the existence of a free, 
universal and equitable 
health care system. It does 
not exist in Ontario. 

Once we dispense with 
those sacred cows, maybe 
we can start an effort, 
based on the real situation, 
to improve the system. . .to 
make it fair, affordable and 
efficient. I think we can 
have a system that provides 
for everyone’s needs and a 
total bill of a lot less than 
$17 billion. I'll tell you how I 
think it can be done in 
another edition of . this 
column.
